Meet the kick-arse replacement for the Humvee 


After three decades, 
the replacement 
Hummer has been named 
by the US military: the Joint 
Light Tactical Vehicle (JLTV) 
will now be the go-to vehicle 
for Uncle Sam’s forces... and 
once it’s available to the 
public, probably rappers, too. 

And there’s big bucks for its 
manufacturer from the endless 
US military budget: $9.3bn 
for the first production run of 
17,000 vehicles, and a possible 
$43bn over the decades it’ll 
take to build the 54,600 slated 
for the Army and the Marines. 

Why change the Hummer, 
of which 280,000 have been 
built over its 31 years of 
service? For one, the changing 
nature of the wars the US ends 
up fighting: less battlefield 
action and more patrolling 


districts where terrorists want 
to blow them up with lEDs. 

“Our JLTV has been 
extensively tested and is 
proven to provide the ballistic 
protection of a light tank, the 
underbody protection of an 
MRAP-class vehicle and the 
off-road mobility of a Baja 
racer,” said a company rep. 

So what is the Army getting 
for $500,000 per vehicle? 
There are minimal specs 
around due to its military 
nature, but we do know it can 
ford 60 inches of salt water 
— double the Hummer — and 
has a turning radius of just 25 
feet. And the brochure claims 
it’ll travel 70 per cent faster 
than “today’s gold standard” 
when off-road, as well as 
packing blast-protected 
seats and exterior.

These awesome 
pictures show the 
shock waves leading to 
a sonic boom — and sadly, 
the technology could help 
planeloads of Poms fly Down 
Under in just six hours. 

NASA is using “schlieren 
imagery” to research how to 
reduce noise from supersonic 
aircraft, which might 
eventually result in new 
commercial flights replacing 
the scrapped Concorde. 

The famously hook-nosed 
aircraft wasn’t allowed to fly 
over land due to the unholy 
racket it made, one of the 
reasons it ate money like a fat 
person with an eating disorder 
at a free buffet. 

Sonic booms caused by 
faster-than-sound movement 


isn’t a pretty sight, as witnessed 
the last time the ZOO office saw 
a free bar at a party. 

And now that could all change 

— ushering in a new era of hyper- 
fast travel ending the 24-hour slog 
to the UK where you watch four 
films, drink a bottle of wine and 
still wake up with eight hours left. 

The technique resulting in 
such striking shots isn’t new 

— it dates from 1864 — though 
being able to capture a supersonic 
plane in flight is. Until a recent 
breakthrough, it was used for 
model planes in wind tunnels. 

To capture changes in air 
density at more than 1236kmh 

— the speed of sound — means 
one subsonic plane with cameras 
trained downwards had to fly 
above a supersonic test aircraft 
over the Mojave Desert.

transforming Aussie wheels 
into works of art was the 
logical next step — and as far 
as pimping cars goes, it makes 
for a spectacular change from 
adding layers of paint.

“This was definitely one 
of the most unusual projects 
we’ve ever been involved 
with,” said Blackbook Ink’s 


Brode Compton. 

“It was quite a challenge 
ensuring we achieved the look 
we were hoping for but we’re 
stoked with how they’ve 
turned out.” 

The artists have a varied 
pedigree behind them, with 
clients including Sony, 
Volkswagen, a Subway 
franchise and Auburn North 
Primary School in Sydney.

ou’ve been a fight coordinator/ 
choreographer on the Iron Man 
and Sher/ockHo/mes films. 

Pardon our stupidity, but what 
exactly does that involve? 

In addition to teaching the 
Chinese boxing system, we 
take any fight sequence for 
a given project, conceptualise it, 
take it into physical manifestation, 
and put it on its feet. Depending on 
the scene, characters, environment 
and budgetary constraints, we try 
to come up with choices that we 
find theatrically interesting... 

Is Robert Downey Jr a quick study 
when it comes to fighting skills? 

Well, sort of [laughs]. IVe been training 
Robert since 2003 in Wing Chun as 
a private student, so when we did 


structure, Robert is at black- 
sash level. He has all the skills, 
now we’re just trying to get the 
actual test done. But it’s not easy 
because of his work schedule. 

Did you add a lot of actual wing 
Chun moves into the fight scenes 
for Iron Man and Sherlock? 

Sherlockis more of a pure expression 
of the art captured on film. It’s a 
full-contact sequence filmed in high 
speed. We were hitting each other; it’s 
not a special effect. The principles and 
concepts of wing chun are pliable, so 
there’s a different set of circumstances 
in Iron Man, but we take the rules of 
that universe, compare and contrast 
that with the fighting style, riff on 
strategies and apply them with T ony 
Stark’s tech. So it’s like tech with 



to develop a full program with 
them, and a retired SEAL Team Six 
commander became a film technical 
consultant ... it was very humbling 
and very inspirational. 

Did you pick up a few fighting 
tips from the SEALs? 

Yes, the learning never stops. When 
it does, I should retire! I’ll take any 
information from any possible source, 
because good sense is good sense, 
and all roads lead to Rome. Even 
though the SEALs came to us to help 
develop their close-quarter combat, 
there are a lot of training methods 
and approaches they use to tune into 
and use their environment — many 
different aspects we don’t use for 
survival but they do. I absorbed what 
I could of that. It’s a different exercise

Are they the toughest people 
you’ve ever worked with?

Sherlock he had six years of 
experience under his belt and knew 
most of the movements in the wing 
chun system. So in that sense by the 
time we choreographed it he picked 
it up really fast, he could just pick it 
right up and go with it.

Sort: of. My teacher [grandmaster 
Williiam Cheung, who’s based in 
Melbourne] used to say the purpose 
of the sash is to hold up your pants. 
But there is a progression of skills 
organised into a clear step-by-step 
process. So there are skills at each 
level or step that you take, and 
you' re expected to be 
confident in them before 
you move on. Grading is 
a formality to make sure 
you 're adept before you 
move on, like making 
a building — you need 
a strong and solid 
foundation, then you add 
storeys on top of that ... 

Relative to the grading 


on how to tune into your surroundings, 
to what you hear, feel, see and how 
that relates to your objective. They 
take that to a whole other level. 

Do you have a dream movie 
project you’re dying to work on? 
That’s an interesting Question... 
there’s a character that’s in the raw 
stages, just starting to come into 
focus, and it looks like it could be really 
interesting. It blends reality and the 
supernatural, so instead of a 
superhero it has a supernatural 
quality that lends itself to being 
more creative with fight scenes, 
giving you more choiceji out of 
the box, and would make for 
some pretty wild action 
sequences. It’s one of 
Robert’s upcoming 
projects but I can’t 
really say any more 
about it!

THE HIGHWAY OF TEARS 


A billboard that screams 
“Killer on the loose!” and 
renames Canada’s Route 16 
“The Highway of Tears”. It 
warns girls not to hitchhike 
by including photos of a serial 
killer’s victims. Since 1969, this 
stretch of road, which cuts 
through Native American 
communities, has seen 18 
women murdered or go 
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missing, with some locals 
putting the figure much 
higher. A ghastly-looking 
American freak named Bobby 
Jack Fowler was suspected of 
many of these murders before 
he died of lung cancer in 2006 
while in prison on other rape 
and kidnapping charges. But 
Highway of Tears killings have 
continued since his death.

_ True Detect/Ve’s first 1 
season was all sorts 
of awesomely creepy as 
Matthew McConaughey 
and Woody Harrelson l 
unravelled a girl’s murder ' 
in Louisiana’s Vermilion I 
Parrish. Turns out the 
complex case wasn’t far 
from the truth. From 2005 
to2009, the bodies of eight ' 
women were hauled from j 
canals and swamps around 1 
the town of Jennings, 
population just 10,000, in > 
nearby Jefferson Davis ; 
Parrish. Known as the “Jeff j 
Davis 8”, which sounds like a i 
bad jazz band, the victims | 


were all young prostitutes, 
many of whom knew each 
other. Decomposition made 
it tough to tell much more 
than the fact that the girls 
had been murdered. In 
2008, with the case 
stumping local cops, a 
multi-agency taskforce was 
formed to bring the serial 
killer to justice. But it was to 
no avail, other than to point 
to possible local police 
involvement in the murders 
because several victims 
claimed to have witnessed 
a cop shooting a drug 
dealer while others were 
supposedly going to spill 


the beans on cop 
corruption. True Detective 
creator Nic Pizzolatto has 
said he only heard about the 
Jeff 8 murders after writing 
the show. But it’s kinda hard 
to believe because he grew 
up not 30 minutes from 
where the killings took 
place, a detective took an 
obsessive interest in solving 
the case, just like his TV 
counterpart Rust Cohle, 
and the name of one of the 
allegedly corrupt real-life 
cops, Donald DeLouche 
(pictured, above), sounds 
a lot like True Detective’s 
creepy Reggie LeDoux. 



On Novemberl6,1971, 
Carmen Colon (above) 
disappeared near Rochester 
in New York State. The 
10-year-old’s body was 
found two days later. Wanda 
Walkowicz, 11, was found 
dead in April 1973, and the 
body of Michelle Maenza, 
also 11, was uncovered in 
N ovem be r of that yea r. A 
quicklookatthegirls’ initials, 
plus their locations, would 
tell anyone the cases were 
connected. The cops certainly 
thought so, and they named 
them the Double Initial 
Killings, but this was later 
changed to the Alphabet 
Murders. No-one was ever 
arrested for the crimes. Fast 
forward to 2011 and Joseph 
Naso, 77, was busted for killing 
four women in California in 
the late ’70s: Roxene 
Roggasch, Pamela Parsons, 
Tracy Tofoya and (a different) 
Carmen Colon. Case closed 
for all seven slayings, right? 

No. The police weren’t sure 
they could tie Naso to all the 
murders because he typically 
targeted prostitutes, not very 
young girls, as was the case 
in the Rochester killings. Any 
chance of getting him to 
answer for all seven went up 
in smoke when his DNAdidn’t 
match evidence taken from 
Walkowicz’s body, so the 
original Alphabet Murderer 
could still be at large. Marilyn 
Manson, we’d be a bit worried 
about that if we were you. 
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□ I n 2009, a woman 
walking her dog in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
found what she thought 
might be a human bone. 
Investigating police then 
made a grisly discovery: the 
remains of 11 women were 
buried in a mass grave in the 
desert city’s western mesa. 
Mcjst of the victims of the 


killer dubbed the "'West 
Mesa Bone Collector" 
wereyouog Latinas who’d 
work^ as prostitutes and 
^disappeared between 2003 
and 2005. One had been 
* * C»r^egi%ant, with her unborn 


child’s foetal remains also 
found. Police then freaked 
America right out by 
releasing the photos of six 
more women they thought 
were possible victims, 
including some pictures 
where the women appearec 
unconscious. The cops 
wouldn’t say where the 
photos came from, though 
one woman was soon 
identified as having died 
of natural causes while two 
others were confirmed as 
alive. Six years on, police still 
don’t have the killer. But 
they strongly suspect 


Joseph Blea, a 58-year- 
old creep who was recently 
sentenced to 36 years in 
jail for the 1980s rape of a 
teenager. Blea will soon face 
three more charges, with 
police saying he’s a monster 
who attacked dozens of 
teenage girls at knifepoint 
in the 1980 and 1990s. While 
his DNA has been linked to 
another murdered 
prostitute and there’s 
circumstantial evidence 
linking him to the West Mesa 
burial site, Albuquerque law 
enforcement don’t yet have 
enough to charge him.

Over the past seven 
years some 60 corpses 
have been found floating in 
Manchester, UK, canals, with 
the deceased written off as 
accidents and suicides. While 
the gender of all victims 
hasn’t been made public, 
the 27 who’ve been 
identified have been male. 

“It is extremely unlikely that 
such an alarming number of 
bodies found in the canals is 
the result of accidents or 
suicides,” claimed Craig 
Jackson, professor of 
psychology at Birmingham 
City University and an expert 


on spree killings. “Canals are 
not popular suicide spots, 
especially for men.” While 
the police are saying such 
claims are without basis and 
that there’s nothing to link 
the cases, Manchester’s have 
long feared a killer dubbed 
“The Pusher” is responsible. 
Meanwhile, cops in London 
are investigating claims of 
another Pusher, who 
might’ve thrown 18 people 
in front of underground tube 
trains during the 1970s. The 
claims were made in late July 
by former detective Geoff 
Platt, who said convicted 


killer Kiernan Kelly told him 
in the 1980s that he’d train- 
murdered 18 people. Platt 
claims Scotland Yard 
covered up the confession 
to avoid panic. He said he’d 
been sceptical of Kelly’s 
claims until investigations 
showed he had been present 
at the scene of numerous 
tube “suicides”. Kelly was 
also linked to several other 
murders and, in 1982, had 
been acquitted over an 
attempt to push someone 
in front of a train. Chillingly, 
his whereabouts today 
are unknown... 




Authorities search the '

April 2011, the bodies of 
six murdered prostitutes were 
discovered buried around Gilgo 
Beach on New York’s Long 
Island. Each of the women 
had been lured via Craigslist, 
slaughtered and in some cases 
dismembered in an unknown 
location, then transported to 
the dumping ground. Four other 
bodies linked to the killings were 



also found in the area during 
these five months, including that 
of a young girl, the daughter of 
one of the prostitutes, and an 
Asian man whose remains 
suggested he’d been dressed 
in women’s clothing. Police are 
investigating seven other 
murders thought linked to the 
killer. One victim’s sister received 
a series of calmly mocking calls 
on her missing sis’s phone long 
before the victim’s remains were 
found. But after the case became 
public, the slayings stopped, 
prompting a criminal profiler 
to suggest the serial killer had 
moved to another part of the 
US to start over. “The unknown 
Long Island serial killer is most 
likely a white male in his late 30s 
or 40s,’’ the profiler wrote. “He is 
likely married or has a girlfriend. 
He is well educated, 
technologically adept, and 
well spoken. He may even 
be charming. He is financially 
secure, has a reliable job, and 
owns a car or truck. Most of all, 
he is careful and meticulous. 
He knows how to cover his 
tracks. In my opinion, the Long 
Island Serial Killer will 
absolutely not stop killing 
^ until he is apprehended.” 
Somewhere in the US, 
people are living next to 
a mild-mannered monster. 
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□ Mumbai in India is bes^ 
known for popular 
and colourful Bollywood 
films. But a few years back 
the city was the scene of 
a more sinister production 
whose tagline could've been 
“Bloodlust — matter of fact 
I’ve got it now!” That’s 
because from October 
2006 to January 2007 seven 
men in South Mumbai were 
murdered by a maniac whose 
initial signature was leaving 
an empty beer can by their 
corpses. According to 
reports, the killer was a 
youngish man who drove a 
car and could afford to buy 
beer in cans, which set him 
apart from his poor and 
homeless victims. He also 
had sex with some of the 
victims and in one case left a 
note in English that included 
the phrase “Welcome to the 
clan”. In 2008 a chap named 
Ravindra Kantrole was found 
guilty of one murder. 
However his conviction — 
and charges on two more 
of the killings — was thrown 
out in 2009 due to lack of 
evidence. But in 2012 Indian 
cops were looking at 
Kantrole as a suspect in the 
murders of three young girls. 
He was cleared again. At last 
report, the innocent fella’s 
lawyer was shopping a movie 
script about his client, which 
in all likelihood would end 
up as a five-hour Bollywood 
musical. Meanwhile, the real 
Beer Man roams free.

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love more than Godzilla, 
it’s the country’s 5.6 
million vending machines.

Next Australia 
Day marks the 
20th anniversary of the 
disappearance of 18-year- 
old Sarah Spiers, who’d 
been out with friends at 
Club Bayview, a popular 
venue in Claremont, a 
wealthy suburb of Perth. 

On June 9, Jane Rimmer, 

23, disappeared after 
leaving the same club. Her 
body was found in bushland 
south of Perth a month later. 
On March 14, 1997, 27-year- 
old Ciara Glennon went 
missing after a night out 
with friends in Claremont, 
with her remains discovered 
in bushland a few weeks 
later. All three had 
reportedly either called 


or tried to hail taxis before 
they vanished. Police 
were convinced they were 
hunting a serial killer, with 
a taskforce targeting the 
state’s licensed cabbies, all 
of who were extensively 
investigated, DNA-tested 
and subsequently cleared of 
involvement. Other suspects 
included a police officer, a 
mayor and a civil libertarian, 
all of whom deny they had 
anything to do with any of 
the crimes. Police also went 
so far as to look at Bradley 
John Murdoch, who was 
later convicted of the 
headline-making outback 
murder of British tourist 
Peter Falconio, but he was in 
prison at the time of the 


Claremont murders. 
Similarly, Brit Mark Dixie, in 
Australia at the time and 
later found guilty of the UK 
slaying of model Sally Anne 
Bowman, was cleared. In a 
Silence of the Lambs-type 
move, police even sought 
the help of convicted serial 
killer David Birnie in trying to 
“get inside the head” of the 
Claremont monster. But 
unfortunately, it was to no 
avail. The Claremont case 
remains Australia’s most 
chilling unsolved serial 
murder. Got any information 
that could help bring the 
person or persons 
responsible to justice?

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— There’s a group of serial 
killers and accomplices 
who’re now in their 40s and 
maintaining strict silence 
about the horrific crimes they 
committed as youths. That’s 
because up to 80 gay men 
were murdered in the 1980s 
and 1990s, some by organised 
groups, with many of the 
killers going free because 
of anti-homosexual police 
prejudice tainting the initial 
investigations.

[Laughs] We didn’t do any 
of that — we didn’t even put 
skippy in the game! Sorry, 
we didn’t think of that. 

You’ve been with Forza for a 
fair while. Have you had any 
input into other stuff, like 
the realism of the tracks, 
the feel of the cars, or test- 
driving before the game 
is officially released? 
Absolutely. I’ve been 
involved with Xbox since the 
Aussie launch, and I’ve said 
the whole time that when you 
play the game with a normal 
controller it’s a digital skill, 
but the reality of driving is 
it’s more analog. It’s those 
aspects we’ve spoken about 
a lot over the years in order to 
develop the console, get the 
most realistic interpretation 
of how you drive the cars, 
and up the authenticity of 
the game, especially with the 


tracks. I’ve been blown 
away by the level of effort to 
digitise the place [Bathurst] 
accurately — it’s incredible. 
The wild card drivers in 2013, 
they learnt the track by 
playing Forza. They were 
able to experience the metal 
grate at the bottom of Reid 
Park, the camber change at 
Hell Corner, the drop into The 
Dipper... seriously, the stuff 
the wild card drivers saw and 
were able to associate with 
totally helped their run into 
that race. I’ve done lap after 
lap after lap ... we did a lot of 
work on it before the game 
was released in Australia. 

Are you much of a gamer? 

I do play, but my young 
bloke who’s 20 smashes 
me, and my nine-year-old 
daughter is very proud 
when she beats Dad!

But to put Bathurst 
into context, Peter Brock said 
it’s the best track on the 
planet, although he was 
slightly biased after winning 
nine times! But having driven 
on some of the great tracks, 
that’s where it sits. Everyone 
who drives it, raves about 
it, especially the European 
drivers. A great track has to 
have character, elevation 
changes, an unforgiving 
nature — they’re the key 
things that make Bathurst 
special. Some of the famous 
American drivers have driven 
Bathurst and raved about it. 
It’s not bad for a public road 
that’s 6.2km long. 

Have you got any advice for 
gamers who are going to 


give Mt Panorama a crack 
for the first time in Forza 6? 

TLaughsJThe first thing is 
to go really steady to begin 
with. The track freaks 
everyone out the first 
time.
